We consider V. Monacensis our most important stud plant. It has been determined 
to be a tetraploid. Our plant, probably “one out of a thousand,’ is of a beautiful 
crimson red color, with a faint bluish edge. It passes this unusual color to its triploid 


offspring. 


326 V. CAROLINE ROBINSON < MONACENSIS 
(Var. Grey Lady) 

An attempt to add the bright crimson spotting of the V. 
monacensis to the silver-grey base color of the Grey Lady. 


327 V. MARY L. MIDKIFF (V. monacensis & Manila) 
An early and free-blooming hybrid, producing sprays of 
rose pink flowers with heavy crimson spotting. 


328 V. OSCAR KIRSCH (V. monacensis 
Sanderiana) 

Produces large clusters of well shaped flowers of good 
size, heavy red spotting over rose base color of varying 
intensity. 


329 V. NOEL (monacensis & Joaquim, Atherton 
variety) 

A semi-terete of robust growth, producing large, well 
shaped flowers in tones of rose to red. 


330 V. MOANA (monacensis  Rothschildiana) 

A hybrid more variable than the rest of the monacensis 
crosses, due to the influence of V. coerulea. The seedlings 
are evenly divided among reds and blues.

A very robust growing plant with fleshy leaves, flower 
spikes about 10” long, white flowers with rose-colored 
spots.

Commonly known as Vanda Batemanii. One of the strong- 
est growing members of the Vanda family. Produces long 
sprays of very heavy textured flowers, yellow background, 
lilac colored spots.
